Whew,  About  That  Library 


BYU’s  library  has  apparently  decided 
it  would  rather  appear  as  a men’s  gym  than 
a storehouse  for  knowledge  Not  that  the 
personnel,  material,  or  otherwise  is  offend- 
ing— it’s  that  the  humidity  level  must  be 
well  over  the  saturation  point. 

Entering  the  library,  students  are  stun- 
ned by  the  “muggy”  atmosphere  and  some 
feel  approximately  20  pounds  heavier  once 
in  the  building.  The  pat  answer  given  in  re- 
sponse to  why  the  building  is  so  humid,  is 
that  the  books  need  the  temperature  con- 
trol to  keep  the  pages  from  falling  off. 

If  library  officials  would  journey  to  the 
fifth  floor  occasionally,  they  may  find  most 
of  the  volumes  have  mold  starting  to  vege- 
tate. Granted,  this  is  an  exaggeration,  but 
the  problem  is  still  a real  one. 

Those  who  come  from  a climate  where 
humidity  is  common  know'  that  a sudden 
change  from  the  muggy  atmosphere  to  a 


normal  one  can  cause  health  problems  that 
could  skyrocket.  Such  a situation  could  very 
well  be  a breeding  ground  for  disease. 

In  its  first  year  of  operation  in  1961-62, 
the  library  had  the  air  conditioning  set  up 
so  that  books  could  be  preserved.  However, 
this  year,  the  situation  is  noticeably  worse. 

Perhaps  the  answer  to  the  whole  sticky 
problem  is  a return  to  the  closed  stack 
system.  That  way,  books  could  be  placed 
closed  together,  in  rooms  away  from  study 
areas,  thus  perhaps  alleviating  some  of  the 
need  for  such  extreme  temperatures  where 
students  study.  The  closed  stack  system 
might  also  afford  a chance  to  abolish  the 
check-out-lanes — which  can  be  bothersome. 

Surely,  the  closed  stack  set-up  is  not  a 
satisfactory  answer,  but  library  officials 
might  do  well  to  focus  attention  on  the  di- 
lemma and  perhaps  unearth  a feasible  solu- 
tion.

ty  Committee  on  Teaching. 

‘THE  MOST  STRIKING  result  of 
the  survey  was  the  high  rating 
given  to  the  faculty.  On  the  basis  i 
of  the  descriptive  ratings  under! 
each  question  nearly  everyone  was 
rated  above  average  on  all  quest- 
ions. I 

On  the  basis  of  weightings  used] 
for  all  questions,  with  5 as  top* 
score,  the  university  mean  average ; 
was  expected  to  be  3.0.  On  question  I 
30  dealing  with  overall  effective-' 
ness,  the  mean  was  3.9.  Of  1.065 1 
teachers  evaluated  80,  or  less  than 

0.8  percent,  scored  lower  than  3.0, 
or  “above  average.” 

IT  WAS  EVIDENT  that  on  some 
questions  faculty  members  had  an 
advantage  or  disadvantage  because 
of  the  subject  matter  they  taught. 
On  the  question  of  spiritual  inspira- 
tion, the  mean  score  for  members 
of  the  Religion  Dept,  was  4.7,  that 
of  the  University  as  a whole  4.05. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  members  of 
the  faculty  committee  on  teaching 
that  the  “entertainers”  were  not 
rated  tops,  nor  were  they  rated 
at  the  bottom.  Student  comments  in 
a number  of  cases  expressed  the 
wish  that  their  teachers  be  less 
frivolous  and  get  down  to  business. 

THE  VALIDITY  of  this  evalua- 
tion survey  as  an  instrument  for  de- 
termining teaching  excellence  has 
not  been  determined,  but  it  does 
give  an  opinion  of  the  students  con- 
cerning the  teachers’  performance.
